Indeed, just three da y s befo re 
Churchill's Ma rga te speech, a BritLsh so urce sa w fit 
to deny tha t the prime minister wa s prepa red to go 
to Mo sco w to a rra nge with Premier Ma lenko v a future 
fo ur-po wer co nference. 
The sta tement wa s in the fo rm o f a demurrer 
a ga inst a cha rge ma de o n September 26 by To m 
O’Brien, La bo rite M. P. but a n a dmirer o f Churchill, 
tha t the prime minister wa s being held ba ck fro m 
fo ur-po wer ta lks by “ America n relucta nce o n the o ne 
ha nd a nd Russia n reticence o n the o ther.” La bo rites 
less friendly to Churchill, including fo rmer Prime 
Minister Attlee, ha v e a ccused him o f no t sufficiently 
pushing a fo ur-po wer co nference. 
Churchill, ba ck in a ctio n a fter a lo ng rest, is o v er­ 
due fo r a stro ng bid fo r public suppo rt o f his pa rty 
a nd his fo reign po licy . The bid wo uld be ma de a ga inst 
a ba ckgro und o f gro wing British — a nd Euro pea n — 
criticism o f the “ rigidity ” o f America n po licy to wa rd 
Russia , a nd o f the new situa tio n crea ted by Russia ’s 
po ssessio n o f a t lea st the mea ns o f ex plo ding a hy dro ­ 
gen bo mb. 
One British a ttitude is reflected by a n edito ria l 
in the August 22 Lo ndo n Eco no mist: “ It is ba d ta ctics

Acu te indigestion in adu lts m ay 
resu lt 
from 
a 
disorder 
of 
the 
stom ach, gall bladder, or appen­ 
dix. 
A ssociated 
sym ptom s 
gen­ 
erally are present, how ever, and 
m ore expert care is req u ired than 
a hom e rem edy or one that is 
bou ght over the cou nter at the 
dru g store. 
On the other hand, 
when overindu lgence in food or 
drink is to blam e, the condition 
seldom needs treatm ent, as it is 
transient. If nau sea persists, drink­ 
ing hot tea. salted bou illon, or aji 
antacid or alkaline w ater su ch as 
vichy will help. Som etim es relief 
is obtained by eating an absorbent 
su bstance su ch as dry toast or 
salted soda crackers. 
Sedatives, 
antispa^m odics. and u lcer m edica­ 
tions also are u sefu l, m ore so when 
“ biliou sness” has becom e chronic. 
These produ cts have their draw ­ 
backs. however, becau se all too 
often the chronic su fferer places 
too mu ch reliance on the rem edy 
and neglects to track down the 
cau se. 


D yspepsia, another form of in­

appears to be at fau lt bu t in m ost 
In.stances the origin is non-gastric. 
W orry is a com mon cau se. E ating 
too fast or at irregu lar inftervals 
aJso contribu tes, as well as over­ 
work or overindu lgence in alcohol. 
Swallowing air is another offender. 
D yspepsia, like biliou sness, m ay 
respond to soda and other antacids 
bu t when sym ptom s persist inves­ 
tigation is necessary. 
There are m any form s of indi­ 
gestion. 
Now and then it is the 
first sign of u rem ia, h eart failu re, 
angina pectoris, or aj’terioscerosis. 
Too mu ch acid is a possibility and 
this can be determ ined by testing 
the gastric contents. 
When there 
is an excess, discom fort is at its 
height while th e ' m eal is being 
digested 
Bu t too little acid m ay 
lead to the sam e m anifestations 
and 
here 
relief 
is obtained by 
taking dilu te hydrochloric acid.

The scandal involves the sm u g­ 
gling of $1,(X)0.000 worth of prize 
cattle from Mexico into Lou i.siana 
last May.

a ban by the M exican governm ent, 
pu rchased 65 head of C haroláis

Whttr# It The Money 
To Come From? 


WASHINGTON 


It will be a strange tu rn of events 
If the first Repu blican adm inistra­ 
tion in 20 years ends its first term 
in office with the heaviest deficits 
in peace-tim e history. Yet the logic 
of the situ ation in which the Eisen­ 
hower adm inistration finds itself is 
beginning to point rath e r clearly in 
this direction. 
Some days ago, the top govern­ 
m ent policy-m aking body, the Na­ 
tional Secu rity Cou ncil, m et to con­ 
sider the level of the national de­ 
fense effort, in the light of the 
Soviet hydrogen bomb. No final 
decisidin on defense spending was, 
apparently, taken bu t the trend is 
su ggested by the fact th at the dan­ 
ger Im plicit in the growing Soviet 
air-atom ic 
th reat 
was 
officially 
determ ined to be “ absolu te.” M ore­ 
over, the cou ncil agreed at least 
in principle th at continental de­ 
fense 
m u st 
have 
a 
very 
high 
priority, and that a m ajor con­ 
tinental defense effort, stretching 
over a period of several years, 
m u st be u ndertaken.’ 
This 
m eeting 
occu rred 
after 
S ecretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson had predicted at a press 
conference that defense spending 
in the next fiscal year — 19 55 — 
cou ld be held to som ething like $2.- 
000,000,000 less than cu rrent spend­ 
ing. W hether this prediction is to 
be revised in view of the National 
Secu rity Cou ncil decison rem ains 
to be seen. Bu t the fact is that 
even a $2,000.000.000 redu ction in 
defense spending is m u ch less than 
Wilson, Secretary of the T reasu ry 
George Hu m phrey, and other ad­ 
m inistration policy-m akers hoped 
for. It is not m any weeks since 
the talk in the Defense and T rea­ 
su ry D epartm ents was all abou t 
redu cing defense expenditu res by 
$6,000,000.000 or m ore. 


Elsenho wer Killed Pro po sa l 


M oreover, the Secu rity Cou ncil 
decision, if it is acted u pon ob­ 
viou sly involves a continu ed very 
heavy level of defense spending 
throu ghou t P resident Eisenhow er’s 
first term . This raises the q u es­ 
tion: w here is the money to come 
from? 
T reasu ry experts who have been 
trying to find an answ er to this 
q u estion find them selves blocked 
a t every tu rn. 
F or a tim e, they 
rath er longingly considered a fed­ 
eral retail sales tax. 
Bu t carefu l 
congressional sou ndings indicated 
that this was politically im practi­ 
cal, and P resident Eisenhower has 
now killed the proposal once and 
for all. 
He has been carefu l not to kill an 
alternative proposal, a m anu fac­ 
tu rers’ sales tax, im posed at the 
sou rce on m anu factu red articles. 
Y et this alternative, althou gh it 
m ay not be dead, certainly looks 
m oribu nd. For one thing, a m anu ­ 
factu rers’ tax generates alm ost as 


m u ch 
political 
opposition 
as 
ft 
federal retail sales tax. 
F or an­ 
other, su ch a tax sim ply will not 
do the bu dget-balancing job, u nless 
it is set a t im possibly high levels. 
The bu dget deficit for the next 
fiscal year is estim ated at $7,000,- 
000,000, or at the very best $5,000.* 
000,000. And even the higher figu r® 
involves a nu m ber of optim istic 
assu m ptions. 
It assu m es th a t de­ 
fense spending is actu ally cu t by 
at least $2.000,000.000. It assu m es 
th at heavy 
cu ts can 
safely be 
m ade elsew here, for exam ple In 
foreign aid. 
It assu m es th at the | 
adm inistration 
can 
forestall 
the " 
redu ctions in excise and corpora­ 
tion taxes schedu led to take place 
au tom atically in April — no easy 
job. And it assu m es, finally, th a t 
there will be no fall-off w hatsoever 
in the level of bu siness activity 
and national incom e. 
One Answer Rema ins 
The T reasu ry experts have con­ 
clu ded th at a m anu factu rers’ sa lei 
tax will gain in revenu e no m ore 
than $800,000.000 for each one per 
cent of tax. Thu s to m ake 
ev en 
$5.000,000,000 in revenu e, in order 
to bridge the bu dget gap, wou ld 
req u ire a m anu factu rers’ tax of 
u pw ards of six per cent. B ecau se 
of the pyram iding effect of retail 
m ark-u ps, m oreover, the consu m er 
wou ld pay m ore than this, by 
a 
considerable m argin. E very voter 
i.s, after all, a consu m er. 
It is 
not hard to im agine the political 
reaction in Congre.ss and the cou n­ 
try if the adm ini.stration proposed 
to hit the consu m er su ch a wallop, 
in an election year. 
So the q u estion—where Is the 
money to com e from —rem ains u n­ 
answered, u nles.s the answ er is to 
be fou nd in fu rther deficits for a 
long tim e 
to com e. 
Secretary 
H u m phrey deeply believes th at de­ 
ficit financing, by cheapening the < 
dollar, constitu tes in itself the m ost 
cru el, dangerou s, and regressive 
form of taxation. 
He has. never­ 
theless, taken the stand th a t the 
national 
economy 
can take big 
deficits—for a tim e—on an em er­ 
gency basis. 
Bu t he asked for 
assu rances from the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff that, once the em ergency 
investm ent in defense is m ade, 
defense spending will then level 
off. perm itting a sou ndly balanced 
economy. 
The Joint Chiefs, how ever, sim ­ 
ply cannot give m u ch assu rances, 
with the prospect looming on the 
horizon of a Soviet ballistic m issile 
wedded to a decisive Soviet hydro­ 
gen-atom ic stockpile. 
Thu s the 
fiscal dilem m a which confronts the 
Ei.scnhower adm inistration is com ­ 
plete. 
In this dilem m a, it begins 
to look as thou gh the adm inistra­ 
tion will choose the evil of a bu dget 
heavily u nbalanced for an indefi­ 
nite period, as against the evil of 
threatened 
national 
devastation. 
There is hardly, in fact, any other 
choice 
the 
adm inistration 
can 
m ake.

The Trieste Episode 


N ationalism rem ains the strong­ 
est m ass m otive in Eu rope and 
Asia. Only in the United States 
does internationalism find a popu ­ 
lar following. No Eu ropean states­ 
m an can stand before his cou ntry­ 
men who Ignores this nationalistic 
sentim ent. Since the end of World 
W ar II. nationalistic propaganda 
has been intensified am ong every 
people except the A m erican. The 
Trieste problem can only be u nder­ 
stood if viewed from this stand­ 
point. 
For 
several centu ries, Trieste 
w as the chief port of the Au stro- 
H u ngarian Em pire. It w as an an­ 
cient city, fou nded perhaps at the 
tim e of the E m peror Vespasian of 
the Rom an Em pire. At that tim e it 
was inhabited by Celts and Illyrian 
tribes. In the cou rse of history, 
Italians, Slovenes and Au stro-Ger- 
m ans settled in T rieste and the 
popu lation 
becam e, 
as 
in 
most 
cities, 
an assim ilation of m any 
races of m an. 
The present resu lt­ 
ing breed regards itself principally 
as Italian with 
a large Solvene 
m inority. 


The Adria tic ha s a t times 
been a n Ita lia n sea . Tha t Is no t 
so to da y . Trieste lies In Yugo ­ 
sla v territo ry , pa rt o f the Is- 
tria n Peninsula , which ha s. In 
its lo ng histo ry , been held by 
the Ro ma n Empire, by Venice, 
by the Austro -Hunga ria n Em- 
pire, by Ita ly a nd by %'ugo - 
sla v ia . 
Trieste, being a n ex ­ 
cellent po rt, wa s a t o ne time 
o f grea t co mmercia l v a lue*, to 
Austria It wa s tremendo usly 
Impo rta nt beca use It wa s the 
o nly Austria n o utlet to the Ad­ 
ria n a nd the 
Mediterra nea n. 
Tha t Impo rta nce do ea no t ex ist 
to da y , either fo r Yugo sla v ia o r 
fo r Ita ly . Venice Is, o f co urse, 
a better Ita lia n po rt a nd the 
Yugo sla v a po sa ea s Flume (no w 
ca lled 
Rijeka ) 
a nd

Churchill And The Bomb 


To Sir Winston Churchill the tem ptation m ust be 
strong to scoop the ball from American hands and 
run with It—the ball In this context being an over­ 
ture to Soviet Russia on peace, the hydrogen bomb, 
and disarmament. 
Indeed, just three days before 
Churchill's Margate speech, a British source saw fit 
to deny th at the prime m inister was prepared to go 
to Moscow to arrange with Premier Malenkov a future 
four-power conference. 
The statem ent was in the form of a demurrer 
against a charge made on September 26 by Tom 
O’Brien, Laborite M. P. but an admirer of Churchill, 
th a t the prime minister was being held back from 
four-power talks by "American reluctance on the one 
hand and Russian reticence on the other.” Laborites 
less friendly to Churchill, including former Prime 
Minister Attlee, have accused him of not sufficiently 
pushing a four-power conference. 
Churchill, back in action after a long rest, is over­ 
due for a strong bid for public support of his party 
and his foreign policy. The bid would be made against 
a background of growing British — and European — 
criticism of the "rigidity” of American policy toward 
Russia, and of the new situation created by Russia’s 
possession of at least the means of exploding a hydro­ 
gen bomb. 
One British attitude is reflected by an editorial 
in the August 22 London Economist: "It is bad tactics 
to define one’s intentions too strictly in advance—in 
effect, to tear up good cards before playing the hand 
. , . Above all, In the present international atm os­ 
phere it is bad tactics to present oneself as the less 
reasonable party. Mr. Eisenhower has allowed his 
subordinates to commit all these errors, apparently in 
the name of firmness.” 
Selwyn Lloyd, British minister of State, took oc­ 
casion to welcome new and "not inflexible” U. S. views 
on disarmament in a speech to the U. N. General 
Assembly on September 24. Lloyd continued: ‘‘I only 
wish we could have some indication of flexibility or 
novelty in the Soviet Union’s disarm am ent proposals.” 
Lloyd has since returned to England for conferences 
with Churchill and Foreign Secretary Eden. 
Sir Winston is understandably influenced by the 
position of other members of the British Common­ 
wealth on peace and the hydrogen bomb. In proposing 
an international “player” on peace on September 28, 
V. K K Menon of India also called on the U. N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly “to declare Itself In favor of the non­ 
use of these weapons iatomic and hydrogen bombs) 
for destructive purposes.” 
A new idea for breaking the deadlock on atomic 
control was put forth by Sir Percy Spender, Australian 
ambassador to the United States, in a talk in New 
York on October 6. His solution: an agreement th at on 
a stipulated date “the use of atomic and hydrogen 
bombs and weapons shall be prohibited.” 
But Sir 
Percy added a powerful caveat—“provided th a t in the 
meantime effective systems of control and inspection 
are able not only to be agreed to but also put into 
effect.” 
These and 
other British 
and 
Commonwealth 
statem ents seemed not to have influenced basic U. 8 
policy on the bomb, beyond Secretary of State Dulles’ 
pledge on October 6 that. “We .are not going to allow 
ourselves to be discouraged as long as there Is any 
possibility of finding a way of easing tensions . . . 
particularly having regard to the growing, mounting 
peril that there is in the new w eapons” 


Living With H-Bomb 


Word Was gone out from thp White House th at the 
American people are to be told more about the hydro­ 
gen bomb and w hat it means to them. The result, for 
the moment, is a welter of confusion, with officials 
sounding off all over the place. 
Meanwhile 
Senator 
Hickenlooper 
doubts 
the 
value of further revelations. The public already knows 
the fundam ental facts, he says—to reveal more m ight 
endanger security. He may be right, but the adminis­ 
tration’s purpose is sound. 
Most persons still talk and think about world 
problems as if not even the A-bomb had been in­ 
vented. Old habits of thinking die. hard, so the ad­ 
m inistration has concluded th at the American people 
need to live more closely with the idea of super­ 
weapons to foster synchronization of thinking with 
realities. 
It doesn’t really m atter th at Gordon Dean, for­ 
mer Atomic Energy Commission chairm an, thinks 
Russia will have the power to destroy America in a 
year or two, while Defense Secretary Wilson thinks it 
will take three or four years. 
It’s not im portant th at Civil Defense Adminis­ 
trator Peterson paints horrendous pictures of immedi­ 
ate destruction and Defense Mobilization Director 
Fleming thinks Russia can now hit the U. S. suddenly, 
without warning, with H-bombs, and they are backed 
up, more or less, by Chairman Cole of the Joint Con­ 
gressional Committee on Atomic Energy. If these men 
are overestimating Russia’s destructive potential at 
the momeht, they may be describing accurately what 
It will be one, or two, or five years from now. 
The adm inistraton doesn't want the public scared 
to death, but it wants the fact to be calmly under­ 
stood that for the first time this country Is vulnerable 
to bombs. 
Sanity may be the price of survival. 


Fewer Reds In France 


Communism, says former Premier Antoine Pinay, 
no longer offers a serious internal threat In France. 
This sounds as if Pinay is simply whistling in the 
Tulleries. Those on this side of the Atlantic find it 
difficult to believe that the threat has shrunk so 
small, remembering the crippling strikes last summer 
and the current attem pt of the Reds to cripple gov­ 
ernm ent in France by trying to lure the Socialists 
into another united front like the one th at devitalized 
French defenses before World War II 
It Is obvious, however, th at the Reds have lost 
aome ground in France. As Pinay points out, since 
1945 membership in the Communist party in th at 
country has dropped from more than 1.000,000 to 
400,000. In the same eight-year span, circulation of 
Red newspapers published in France has slipped from 
2,700.000 to 800,000. 
But even as few as 400,000 Reds can exert con­ 
siderable leverage—especially when aided and abetted 
by millions of fellow travelers—on French politics as 
long as France clings to a constitution which leaves 
the responsibilities of government to weak and un­ 
stable coalitions of numerous minority groups.

Indigestion Takes 
Many Forms 


Biliousness is an old fashioned 
term used by grandma to explain 
her bouts of nausea, vomiting, 
headache, and a heavy sensation 
in “the pit of the stomach.” Her 
tongue was furred and the associ­ 
ated constipation was given as 
much blague as the bile she vomit­ 
ed 
Actually, neither was re­ 
sponsible. 
Grandma’s digestion was dis­ 
turbed from eating tainted food 
or too many rich dishes. 
There 
also is a possibility that she was 
overtired from too much work or 
excitement, or upset emotionally. 
At any rate, we can be certain that 
whatever affected her digestion 
also produced headache and con­ 
stipation 
The bile in the vomitus 
which attracted most of the atten­ 
tion was a natural occurence. This 
substance slips into the gastric 
pouch whenever the stomach and 
intestine go into reverse. 


When acute indigestion develops 
in children it is nafural to think 
of appendicitis or the onset of sore 
throat or respiratory infection: but 
there is just as good a chance that 
fatigue or excitement is respon­ 
sible. If so. the majority are as 
good as new after a full night’s 
sleep. 
Baking soda, peppermint 
water, tea. or ginger ale usually 
help nausea and if the boy or girl 
wants something to eat he may 
have a piece of toast or a bowl of 
cereal 
to hold him over until 
morning 
Acute indigestion In adults may 
result from 
a 
disorder of the 
stomach, gall bladder, or appen­ 
dix. 
Associated symptoms gen­ 
erally are present, however, and 
more expert care is required than 
a home remedy or one that is 
bought over the counter at the 
drug store. 
On the other hand. 
when overindulgence in food or 
drink is to blame, the condition 
seldom needs treatment, as it is 
transient. If nausea persists, drink­ 
ing hot tea. salted bouillon, or An 
antacid or alkaline water such as 
vichy will help. Sometimes relief 
is obtained by eating an absorbent 
substance such as dry toast or 
salted soda crackers. 
Sedatives, 
antispasmodics, and ulcer medica­ 
tions also are useful, more so when 
‘‘biliousness” has become chronic. 
These products have their draw­ 
backs. however, because all too 
often the chronic sufferer places 
too much reliance on the remedy 
and neglects to track down the 
cause. 


Dyspepsia, another form of in­ 
digestion, 
usually 
is 
associated 
with abdomina discomfort, gas, 
belching, water brash, and appe­ 
tite disturbances. 
The stomach 
appears to be at fault but in most 
Instances the origin is non-gastrie. 
Worry is a common cause. Eating 
too fast or at irregular Intervals 
also contributes, as well as over­ 
work or overindulgence in alcohol. 
Swallowing air is another offender. 
Dyspepsia, like biliousness, may 
respond to soda and other antacids 
but when symptoms persist inves­ 
tigation is necessary. 
There are many forms of indi­ 
gestion. 
Now and then it is the 
first sign of uremia, heart failure, 
angina pectoris, or ajlerioscerosis. 
Too much acid is a possibility and 
this can be determined bv testing 
the gastric contents. When there 
is an excess, discomfort is at its 
height while the' meal is being 
digested. 
But too little acid may 
lead to the same manifestations 
and here relief is obtained by 
taking dilute hydrochloric acid.

SNEEZE STOPPER 
J. J. K writes: I have discov­ 
ered a way to suppress a sneeze. 
I put my handkerchief up to my 
nose when I feel a sneeze coming 
on and press with thumb and 
forefinger. I believe that educating 
the public to use my system will 
help check the spread of colds and 
other infections. 


REPLY 
There’s no harm in preventing 
a sneeze but once it is inevitable, 
the reflex 
should 
not be 
sup­ 
pressed. especially by pinching the 
nose. The pressure created within 
the nasal cavity by this maneuver 
may drive infected secretions into 
the ears or sinuses 
Covering the 
mouth with hand or handkerchief 
will 
present 
the 
sneezer 
from 
spraying his associates. 


SLEEPING POSTURE 
E. P. writes: I like to sleep on 
my tummy, but someone told me 
that this is injurious to the breasts 
and, in addition, was the explana­ 
tion of the small size of bust. Is 
this just a crazy idea? 


REPLY 
Yes. Tile size of the breasts 
has nothing to do with the sleeping 
posture. Most people sleep on the 
side. but to my knowledge no one 
has ever proved that sleeping on 
the back or the stomach affects 
health in any way. 


SHOCK THERAPY RESULTS 
L. E. writes: 
Is the electro­ 
shock treatment helpful in schizo­ 
phrenia? 


REPLY 
Yes, particularly In the early 
stage of the mental disease, in 
one series of 112 cases, 60 per 
cent were improved or much im­ 
proved. The results depend upon 
the age, the duration of the ill­ 
ness, and the type of onset (grad­ 
ual or sudden).

Top Louisiana Republican Is Cattle-Smuggler s Attorney; Cattlemen Fear New 


Outbreak Of Hoof-And-Mouth Disease; Administration Bungling Upset President 


(Editor's Nots Drew Pearson, writ­ 
ing from the Midwest, contributes an­ 
other column on the farm situation 
and the reason farmers are sore I 


KANSAS CITY — Cattlemen all 
over the South and West are raw 
and bleeding these day* from a 
drought which no man could pre­ 
vent and from cascading prices 
which they think a certain man in 
Washington might have slowed up. 
On top of all this, salt has bern 
rubbed in their wounds by one of 
the most notorious Routings of the 
cattle-smuggling laws in the his­ 
tory of the nation, plus the failure 
of the Eisenhower administration 
to do anything about it. 
Adding to it all is the fact that 
Ike’s host in New Orlean’s, Attor­ 
ney John Minor Wisdom, a power 
in Republican politics, is the man 
defending the cattle smuggler. So 
far he has been miraculously suc­ 
cessful. 
The scandal Involves the smug­ 
gling of $1,000,000 worth of prize 
cattle from Mexico into Louisiana 
last May. 
The man arrested for 
the smuggling is Alphe A. Brous­ 
sard of Lafayette. La., who, despite 
a ban by the Mexican government, 
purchased 65 head of Charpais 
cattle, originally bred in France, 


and smuggled them across the Rio 
Grand near El Paso. 
From this point the cattle were 
trucked 
in 
a 
criss-cross 
route 
across Texas to Southern Louisi­ 
ana, then by truck another 200 
miles to Tensas Parish in North­ 
ern Louisiana. 


llnof-And-Mouth Disease

I often visited Thomas A. Edi­ 
son at his home in New Jersey. At

“records,” and these were waxed 
cylinders. He would say to me that 
some day flat records would be 
used; but he could not get any 
enthusiasm amongst the trade to 
sell flat records. He said: “Babson, 
I am only an inventor, and not a 
salesman. The salesmen and ad­ 
vertising agencies will determine 
the future of America—not we in­ 
ventors. There are enough inven­ 
tions in the Patent Office now to 
make the United States, and, in 
fact, the whole world, prosperous 
for 50 years if there were enough 
men with ’guts’ and vision to get 
these ideas working.” 
Edison reminded me that steam 
was used for power 
a 
hundred 
years before 
Watt developed a 
steam engine. It was discussed by 
university professors: but no one 
before had the persistence to sell 
the idea to the public. This was 
true of Whitney’s invention of the 
cotton gin, and Fulton’s building of 
the steamboat. I believe that these 
men were salesmen who saw op­ 
portunities, presented them to the 
public and were never discouraged 
by anyone saying “no.” 


Long-Playing Records 


My friend, Johnson, who founded 
the Victor Phonograph Company, 
was not an inventor, but a sales-

man. He believed the flat record 
idea had a future, 
but he 
was 
obliged to travel over the whole 
country to raise enough money to 
start the Victor organization.

Sunday newspapers today carry 
many help wanted advertisements 
for ‘'technicians — electronic engi­ 
neers — mechanics.” These are 
needed today in connection with 
new government orders. As a re­ 
sult. high school graduates are 
crowding the colleges for a tech­ 
nical education.

This is the dis­ 
trict where the smuggled cattle 
are now peacefully grazing, un­ 
aware that they have stirred up 
such a furor in the cattleman’s 
world. It is also the district where 
Broussard would be prosecuted. 
But no move for prosecution has 
been made 
by Wisdom’s friend, 
U. S. Attorney Wilson. 
Naturally, 
a lot 
of cattlemen 
throughout the Southwest are ask­ 
ing why.

Where Is The Money

It will be a strange turn of events 
if the first Republican administra­ 
tion in 20 years ends its first term 
in office with the heaviest deficits 
in peace-time history. Yet the logic 
of the situation in which the Eisen­ 
hower administration finds itself is 
beginning to point rather clearly in 
this direction. 
Some days ago, the top govern­ 
ment policy-making body, the Na­ 
tional Security Council, met to con­ 
sider the level of the national de­ 
fense effort, in the light of the 
Soviet hydrogen bomb. No final 
decision on defense spending was, 
apparently, taken but the trend is 
suggested by the fact that the dan­ 
ger implicit in the growing Soviet 
air-atomic 
threat 
was officially 
determined to be “absolute.” More­ 
over, the council agreed at least 
in principle that continental de­ 
fense must have a 
very high 
priority, and that a major con­ 
tinental defense effort, stretching 
over a period of several years, 
must be undertaken.’ 
This 
meeting 
occurred 
after 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson had predicted at a press 
conference that defense spending 
in the next fiscal year — 1955 — 
could be held to something like $2,- 
000.000.000 less than current spend­ 
ing. Whether this prediction is to 
be revised in view of the National 
Security Council docison remains 
to be seen. But the fact is that 
even a $2,000,000,000 reduction in 
defense spending is much less than 
Wilson, Secretary of the Treasury 
George Humphrey, and other ad­ 
ministration policy-makers hoped 
for. It is not many weeks since 
the talk in the Defense and Trea­ 
sury Departments was all about 
reducing defense expenditures by 
$6,000,000,000 or more. 


Eisenhower Killed Proposal 


Moreover, the Security Council 
decision, if it is acted upon ob­ 
viously involves a continued very 
heavy level of defense spending 
throughout President Eisenhower's 
first term. This raises the ques­ 
tion: where is the money to come 
from? 
Treasury experts who have been 
trying to find an answer to this 
question find themselves blocked 
at every turn. For a time, they 
rather longingly considered a fed­ 
eral retail sales tax. But careful 
congressional soundings indicated 
that this was politically impracti­ 
cal. and President Eisenhower has 
now killed the proposal once and 
for all. 
He has been careful not to kill an 
alternative proposal, a manufac­ 
turers* sales tax. imposed at the 
source on manufactured articles. 
Yet this alternative, although it 
may not be dead, certainly looks 
moribund. For one thing, a manu­ 
facturers’ tax generates almost as

much political opposition as rn 
federal retail sales tax. For an­ 
other, such a tax simply will not 
do the budget-balancing job, unless 
it is set at impossibly high levels. 
The budget deficit for the next 
fiscal year is estimated at $7,000,- 
000.000, or at the very best $5,000,- 
000.000. And even the higher figure 
involves a number of optimistic 
assumptions. It assumes that de­ 
fense spending is actually cut by 
at least $2,000,000,000. It assumes 
that heavy cuts can safely be 
made elsewhere, for example in 
foreign aid. It assumes that the 
administration can forestall the 
reductions in excise and corpora­ 
tion taxes scheduled to take place 
automatically in April — no easy 
job. And it assumes, finally, that 
there will be no fall-off whatsoever 
in the level of business activity 
and national income. 
One Answer Remains 
The Treasury experts have con­ 
cluded that a manufacturers’ sale* 
tax will gain in revenue no more 
than $800,000,000 for each one per 
cent of tax. Thus to make up even 
$5,000,000,000 in revenue, in order 
to bridge the budget gap, would 
require a manufacturers' tax of 
upwards of six per cent. Because 
of the pyramiding effect of retail 
mark-ups, moreover, the consumer 
would pay more than this, by a 
considerable margin. Every voter 
is, after all, a consumer. 
It is 
not hard to imagine the political 
reaction in Congress and the coun­ 
try if the administration proposed 
to hit the consumer such a wallop, 
in an election year. 
So the question—where is the 
money to come from—remains un­ 
answered. unless the answer is to 
be found in further deficits for a 
long time to come. 
Secretary 
Humphrey deeply believes that de­ 
ficit financing, by cheapening the * 
dollar, constitutes in itself the most 
cruel, dangerous, and regressive 
form of taxation. He has. never­ 
theless, taken the stand that the 
national economy can take big 
deficits—for a time—on an emer­ 
gency basis. 
But he asked for 
assurances from the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff that. once the emergency 
investment in defense is made, 
defense spending will then level 
off, permitting a soundly balanced 
economy. 
The Joint Chiefs, however, sim­ 
ply cannot give much assurances, 
with the prospect looming on the 
horizon of a Soviet ballistic missile 
wedded to a decisive Soviet hydro- 
gen-atomic stockpile. 
Thus the 
fiscal dilemma which confronts the 
Eisenhower administration is com­ 
plete. In this dilemma, it begins 
to look as though the administra­ 
tion will choose the evil of a budget 
heavily unbalanced for an indefi­ 
nite period, as against the evil of 
threatened 
national 
devastation. 
There is hardly, in fact, any other 
choice 
the 
administration 
can 
make.

These Days 


The Trieste Episode 


Nationalism remains the strong­ 
est mass motive in Europe and 
Asia. Only in the United Stat#* 
does internationalism find a popu­ 
lar following. No European states­ 
man can stand before his country­ 
men who ignores this nationalistic 
sentiment. Since the end of World 
War II, nationalistic propaganda 
has been intensified among every 
people except the American. The 
Trieste problem can only be under­ 
stood if viewed from this stand­ 
point. 
For several centuries, Trieste 
was the chief port of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire. It was an an­ 
cient city, founded perhaps at the 
time of the Emperor Vespasian of 
the Roman Empire. At that time it 
was inhabited by Celts and Illyrian 
tribes. In the course of history. 
Italians, Slovenes and Austro-Ger- 
mans settled in Trieste and the 
population became, as in most 
cities, an assimilation of many 
races of man. 
The present result­ 
ing breed regards itself principally 
as Italian with a large Solvene 
minority. 


The Adriatic has at times 
been an Italian sea. That is not 
so today. Trieste lie* in Yugo­ 
slav territory, part of the Is- 
trian Peninsula, which has, in 
its long history, been held by 
the Roman Empire, by Venice, 
by the Austro-Hungarian Em­ 
pire. by Italy and by Yugo­ 
slavia. 
Trieste, being an ex­ 
cellent port, was at one time 
of great eommereiai value; tit 
Austria It was tremendously 
important hecause It was the 
only Austrian outlet to the Ad­ 
rian and the Mediterranean. 
That importance does not exist 
today, either for Yugoslavia or 
for Italy. Venice is, of eourse. 
a better Italian port and the 
Yugoslavs possess Flume mow 
called 
Rijeka) 
and 
a 
long 
coastline. 
Trieste is today not 
, 
a place to fight over, but na- 
tionallshi is. 


On the other hand. Trieste was 
given to Italy by the Treaty of 
Paris in 1919 and was made into 
a Free City in 1947. Here is a dot 
on the map which has for many 
years been a serious international 
problem, 
because 
the 
Italians 
claim it as an Italian-speaking 
city; the Yugoslavs claim it be­ 
cause it is geographically part of 
Yugoslavia. And anyone can start 
a fight and be called a liar by 
saying that it is Italian or Yugo- 
slavian, depending on who is in the 
audience. 
Now appear two other problems: 
Tito has, since his break with the 
Russians, been building a Balkan

federation. In this effort, he has 
made considerable progress with 
Greece and Turkey. He has been 
resisted in Bulgaria, Romania and 
Albania, but in each of these coun­ 
tries there are Titoist elements. 
As a matter of fact, the movement 
for a Balkan federation after World 
War II started in Bulgaria under 
Georgi Dimitrov, head of the Third 
International, who somehow died 
in the Kremlin after being instruct­ 
ed that he had made an error.

which added to his prestige, 
even in the satellite countries. 
Tito's difficulty now is that 
when the United states gives 
Italy a cone in Trieste, Tito's 
prestige suffers some damage. 
He knows that the Kremlin can 
take advantage of this situation 
to attack him In his own coun­ 
try where the people are ex­ 
tremely nationalistic and anti- 
Italian. 
He had been looking 
forward to a break-away by a 
satellite state. 


On the other hand, the last elec­ 
tion in Italy showed that American 
prestige had fallen in that country 
since 
1948. 
The 
pro-American 
Premier DeGasperl was virtually 
defeated and ultimately removed 
from power. The Italian Commun­ 
ist party is enormously strong and 
curiously enough, it is nationalis­ 
tic. 
The present government in 
Italy, under Giuseppe Pella, is not 
sufficiently strong and needs some 
kind of victory. Pressure is put 
upon it to join the European De­ 
fense Community, which is not ab­ 
solutely necessary for Italy but 
Italy is needed by E. D. C. While 
it might be of some profit for Italy 
to join, the Communists object and 
they can unseat the government. 


So the United States makes

make it possible for him to put 
over membership in EDC but

weakens Tito, whom we also 
need if Soviet Russia is not to 
be on the Adriatic.

City’s Credit 
Rating Upped By 


5 Per Cent Rule 


Total Indebtedness 
Hits $6,832,000 Mark 


The policy of the City of Cumber­ 
land to keep its general bonded in­ 
debtedness below five per cent of 
assessed real estate valuations has 
kept the city’s credit rating high 
and enabled it to sell its bonds at 
low interest rates. 
Adherence to the rule has allow 
ed the city to sell to firms and in 
dividuals 
interested 
chiefly 
in 
security, and to banking institu 
tions limited in purchases of this 
type security to cities having the 
five per cent limitation at rates 
ranging from one to 2*4 per cent 
since 1940. 
The five per cent rule has been 
advocated for a number of years 
by Arthur B. Gibson, city auditor, 
and has been supported by every 
administration. 
Here is the current picture on 
the general indebtedness of the 
city: 
As of today, the general bonded 
indebtedness totals $3,327,000. 


Issues Are Authorised 


Another $500,000 is to be added 
soon. This includes a $350,000 issue 
for traffic projects which include 
the Frederick Street improvement 
project, and a $150,000 recreation 
bond issue authorized in a 1947 
referendum. 
This will bring the total to $3,- 
827,000. There are also $77,000 of 
short term notes secured by sewer 
and paving liens. 
AU told, this brings the general 
debt to the $3,904,000 mark. From 
this is to be subtracted $1,221,745 66 
which is on deposit in a sinking 
fund to pay term bonds, making 
the current net indebtedness $2.- 
683.264.34. 
Had city officials burdened tax­ 
payers with the legal limit of IO 
per cent of aU real and personal 
property assessments, the general 
debt could have gone to the $7,500,- 
000 mark this year, based on $51,- 
600,000 of real estate assessments 
and $19,900,000 of personal prop­ 
erty. 


Assessments Could Drop 


The trouble, Gibson points out, 
is that personal property assess­ 
ments could drop sharply during 
periods 
of 
economic 
recession, 
leaving the owners of real estate 
holding the bag. 
Added to the general bonded in­ 
debtedness are water bonds which 
now total $3,505,000. 
This brings the total bonded in­ 
debtedness to the $6,832,000 m ark, 
according to the annual audit. 
Under the term s on which water 
departm ent bonds are sold, these 
are also tops in the investment 
market. 
They are revenue bonds and all 
revenues of the water departm ent 
are pledged to retire the obliga­ 
tions.
